Alberta’s Crisis 


An Editorial 


| JN THE five years since 1930, the farmers and producers 
of Alberta have lost several hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars in purchasing power, a8 compared with the five years 
previous to 1930. 


World prices of what Alberta exports in the way of 
| farm products, such as wheat, livestock, etc., are respon- 
| sible, coupled with the sky-high Bennett tariffs on what 
the producers had to purchase. 


The unjust, high interest rates on money and credit, 
however, prove to be the most crushing burden of all. 
Interest rates of 7% to 9% were and are charged on the 
mountain of private debts and 41% to 7% on public debts. 
The total of these debts, according to Government pro- 
nouncement, exceeds $600 millions. 


Alberts sends East, monthly, millions of dollars in high 
interest charges, insurance premiums, the indirect ex- 
actions under tariff privileges on manufactured goods, 
higher freight charges than those imposed in Eastern 
Canada.

| The Government of Alberta cannot directly regulate 
interest rates, but has absolute power to prevent the col- 
lection of usurious rates. This power is conferred under the 
B.N.A. Act, which gives to the provinces control over Civil 
and Property rights without a question being raised as to 
its legality. 

Premier Aberhart can, if he has the courage, do much 
to bring about some measure of relief to the people of 
Alberta. In common with the people of British Columbia, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, Albertans have been system- 
atically exploited under “Sound Money” and “Special Priv- 
ilege” tariff policies. The West has been brought to the 
place where immediate remedial action is imperative, by 
provincial as well as federal authorities.

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DEBT REDUCTION AT A PRICE 

he present provincial Government, which 
came into office to reduce taxation and even- 
tually abolish that blight on civilization, has 


beaten its predecessor at its own game. In three 
months it has cut down the indebtedness of the 
province $605,000—by increasing taxation 

The revenue gathered in from the end of 
March to the end of June was $835,000 more 
than was taken from the taxpayer in the cor- 
responding months last year, of which $224,000 
went in increased expenditure, the balance 
being applied to liquidation of floating loans. 

Nobody likes to pay taxes, but taxes having 
been raised there is satisfaction in knowing the 
debt has not gone up also, and that a sub- 
stantial amount of the proceeds has gone to 
reducing the existing load. This satisfaction 
will be modified in places, Jasper for example, 
by the reflection that the debt reduction has 
been made at the cost of leaving highways 
uncompleted. 

It would have been better business to spend 
half of the $600,000 saved in completing the 
Jasper highway. That road is an investment, not 
a waste of money. It will pay dividends, in- 
directly but none the less actually, from the 
time it is finished. Until it is finished, the 
people of the province will go on payng or 
losing interest on the money that has been 
already spent without attaining the object. | 

The deplorable condition of that—and some 
other highways—has to be set off against the 
saving of interest effected by leaving the public 
to flounder through mud or stay off the roads.

A few days ago this column quoted from an 
article in the German Newspaper for Canada 
In it, Duncan Sandys, British 
M.P., explained the harsh 
treatment meted out to Jews 
by Nazi Germany, saying it 
came in consequence of the 
great influx of Jews into 
Germany after the war, and 
the undue authority and in- 
fluence they obtained in offi- 


cial and administrative life. 
Were this condition better 
understood in England, Mr. 


J. 8. Cowper 


Sandys thought Nazi Social- 
ism would be better understood. 

Since then I have been reading “The 
Yellow Spot”—a collection of facts and docu- 
ments, culled chiefly from Nazi sources, relat- 
ing to the three years’ persecution of the Jews 
in Germany. The book takes its title from the 
yellow spot, the badge of shame, that Jews 
were compelled to wear in the Middle Ages. It 
gives some figures of population taken from 
the official Wirtschaft und Statistik, the statis- 
tical organ of the German Government. 

The official figures tell quite a different 
story from that of Mr. Sandys. According to 
Wirtschaft und Statistik the total number of 
Jewish immigrants into Germany, both from 
east and west, between 1910 and 1925 did not 
exceed 31,000. Of these 9,000 left the country 
between 1925 and 1933, so that the net number 
of foreign Jewish immigrants to enter Germany 
in the 23 years before the advent of the Third 
Reich was but 22,000—a negligible number in 
a nation of 67 millions. 


Other figures culled from Wirtschaft snd 
Statistik show that the percentage of Jews in 
Germany varies between 0.8 per cent and 1.2 
per cent, according to whether the definition is 
arrived at by the possession of four, three or 
two “non-Aryan” grandparents. 

It is true that a goodly proportion 
Jewish population sought the professions—par- 
ticularly the legal profession. But the official 
figures show there was no Jewish monopoly of 
professions or of official positions. Law attracted 
the high percentage of 16.25. Among doctors 
the Jewish percentage was 10.88. Among 
State-appointed lawyers (judges, magistrates 
and prosecutors) the percentage was but 2.76. 
The percentage of Jews in Universities was 
2.64; among teachers in the elementary and 
secondary schools 0.53 per cent 

In the arts, Jewish percentages were as 
follows: theatrical producers 5.61 per cent; 
actors and dancers 3 per cent; musicians and 
singers 2.04 per cent; painters and sculptors 
2.44 per cent, and editors and authors 5.05 per 
cent 

One must look for a motive other than that 
which Mr. Sandys passes on to his readers. The 
most obvious one is suggested by Hitler himself 
in his book Mein Kempf, when he says (p. 724, 
German edition) 

“And

“It must open the people's eyes about 
foreign nations and again and again remind 
the people of the true enemy of the world 
today-—the Jew. Instead of hating Aryans 


it must hold up for universal fury the 


wicked enemy of humanity as the true 
cause of all miseries.” 
As counterpoint to his appeal for a new 


military Germany he must find a scapegoat for 
the events of 1914-1918, His Nazis must sharpen 
their teeth on hatred—and the most accessible 
and defenceless object of hate is the Jewish 
population at hand, 

There are unpleasant types of Jews—just 
as there are unpleasant types of every other 
race. Yet twenty centuries of persecution and 
frustration have not prevented this remarkable 
race from giving the werld an exceptional pro- 
portion of artists, scientists, scholars and 
humanists. Nothing in recent times has been 
produced more pitiful and heart-rending than 
this bald recital, backed up by photographs and 
reproductions of documents, showing the mer- 
ciless cruelty practised on the meagre Jewish 
population of Germany—a minority of 600,000 
in a population of over sixty millions.

The Electrocardiograph 


By DOCTOR FRANK MeCOY 
The electrocardiograph is a device which is 
used to study the heart. This instrument is an 
extremely sensitive arrangement for measuring 
galvanic the

generate a small amount of electricity. This 
property is shared by the 
heart muscle and the ap- 


paratus I am discussing today 
was invented to measure the 
electricity created by the 
movement of the heart 
muscle during the heart beat. 

Incidentally, one of the 
interesting things about the 
electrocardiograph is that it 
is constructed in the same 
way as the seismographs used 
to record earthquakes. 

The electrocardiograph makes a definite, 
graphic record of the electrical impulse gen- 
erated through the contraction of the various 
parts of the heart. In making the record, two 
plates are attached to the body of the patient in 
such a way that a certain portion of the heart 
can be studied. Thus the plates are arranged 
in three different ways, called Leads I, II, and 
III, each lead making a separate record. The 
three leads provide information about the top 
half of the heart, the right side and the left 
side, thus affording exact knowledge about the 
different parts of the organ. When weakness of 
the heart muscle is present in any part, this will 
be ascertained by looking at that portion of the 
record which deals with that particular area. 

By using this machine, the doctor is able 
to make a study of extra heart beats, or of 
dropped beats, or can study the heart which is 
too fast, too slow, or which is working too hard. 

The report arrived at by using this ap- 
paratus is not considered a final diagnosis by 
any means, and the heart should be checked 
with the stethoscope, the fluoroscopic X-ray, 
and with the physical findings in order to 
arrive at a well-rounded opinion as to the true 
heart condition. However, the doctor using the 
electrocardiograph is able to learn more about 
the heart than would be possible if he tried to 
examine the heart without it.

Very often the patient comes to the doctor 
complaining of various symptons which might 
easily be due to heart trouble, and after the 
heart has been examined with this apparatus, 
the doctor is able to provide the encouraging 
news that the heart is perfectly healthy, after 
which the cause of the symptons may be looked 
for elsewhere. 

Undoubtedly, this test often enables the ex- 
amining doctor to give the patient good news 
about his heart and that is one of the most 
satisfying experiences a doctor may know. 
When the patient who has been worried over 
his heart condition hears that this organ is 
sound and healthy, it is wonderful to see the 
look of relief which comes on his face, 

It very often happens tiat in using the 
electrocardiograph to examine the heart, it is 
found that the patient has no real organic 
heart disease and that his troubles are due to a 
functional disturbance. The most common 
functional disorder is a rapid heart, where the 
heart action becomes too fast. Or, the beats may 
become irregular and irstead of maintaining a 
steady rhythm, like the regular ticking of a 
clock, they become jerky. The patient with a 
functional heart disorder is in particular 
danger and can be relieved of his fear that the 
heart will suddenly stop beating 

All in all, the information gained by study- 
ing human hearts with the electrocardiograph 
is of sufficient value so that this apparatus will 
eventually come to be regarded as a necessary 
piece of office equipment. At the present time,

the equipment is so expensive that not all 
doctors are able to give their patients the 
benefit of this special kind of heart

City council will take up the 
fight of the property owner to

Representations were made Mon- 
Gay evening by the Taxpayers’ Pro- 
tective Association that the present 
system placed an unfair burden on 
property, that it depressed the 
value of real property and discour- 
aged investment in city homes or 
property thereby working to the 
detriment of the whole city.

The association's delegates re-

Last night when the Calgary Mustangs galloped through 
the Edmonton Cardinals to a 4-2 win in the final scheduled 


game of the Northern Baseball League, it wrote finis to} 


Ponoka’s powerful Panthers for the 1956 season, With Cal- 

ary’s win, Ponoka’s’ last chance of a playoff berth van- 
ished. Today the club is disbanding with the bulk of the 
players starting southward to California. 

While the Panthers failed to bring another Alberta 
championship back to their lair, they left no doubt in the 
fans’ minds as to their power and class, They were worthy 
successors to the Panthtrs of 1935. They played hard, 
fighting baseball and were a tough assignment for any 
club in the loop. 

Picking stars is always a sort of abnoxious habit, but 
most fans would like to s 
they push off. Bill Creager, the curly headed second base- 
man of the Panther Pack, leaves with everyone hoping he 
will be back—even Joe O’Brien who had to supply him with 
cigarettes all summer in the dugout. He was one of the best 
Alberta has seen, Fred Bradley, chunky little clouter who 
started at short and finished in left field, goes southward 
with a batting average of .429 for the season which is no 
small feat. So far as figures are available at present he was 
the leading batter in the league. Charlie Moglia turned in 4 
heautiful season’s work at first base in such a modest way 
that few realized just how good he was. 


Semenza Clicked 

Larry Semenza, who formerly played with Joe DiMaggio 
in San Francisco, stepped into a tough spot at Ponoka in 
filling the shoes of Ralph Butler of the 1935 Panthers, but 
the season’s figures put him on a par with the Philadelphia 
star in everything but hitting. So far as Pantherville is con- 
cerned that is the quintessence of praise for any catcher. 
Hurlers Mutch, Tulloch, Mydansky and Rios all rate a smart 
salute for their work. Each of them had his brilliant games. 
Then in the outfield we present Chalie Lewis, native son who 
held his own with the best of the imports. 

Finally we come to the old maestro, Ike Davis. He is still 
the master mechanic when it comes to fitting a ball club 
together so that it will hit on all six and really go places. He 
did it here in Edmonton with the Shastas in 1934, he did it 
at Wetaskiwin in 1935, this spring he went to Medicine Hat 
and did it again. Then he came to Ponoka and again boosted 
the club into the leadership. The fact that the Panthers were 
squeezed out of the title series by only two games is no dis- 
grace. 
But it was the men who kept the team functioning at 
Ponoka who must be given the biggest hand. In a town 
about one-eightieth the size of Edmonton or Calgary, they 
kept a team going that was as good as those in either of 
the cities, .That is feat as tough as pitching a couple of 
no-hit games in the same day, It required a tremendous 
sacrifice of time without any return except the fun of 
having good baseball. The executives that carried the load 
are President B. R, Headley, Elwyn Bowker, Wyman 
Murphy, Jim Purnell, Mah Bow, Sandy Stewart, Fred 
Harris, P. A. McKelvey, Joe O’Brien and Neil Nelson. It is 
fellows like these that make sport worthwhile.

Being a handicap event, the 
classic draws from all ages. The 
youngest ever to win it was Rufus 
King, a 14-year-old Texan, who 
annexed honors in 1925 from 16 
yards, a spot where it has been 
won five times. One of the oldest 
was Charles Young of Spring- 
field, who won in 1926 at 63, 
registering the first perfect score 
in the classic.

THE HANDICAPS 


Handicaps are based on scores

One of the big guns who rates 
a chance to annex Royall's title 
this year is Joe Heistand. Joe is 
a “near - and - yet-so - far” fellow, 
who has won just about every-
